A DISGRACEFUL SCENE.—On 
Christmas morning a free fight en- 
sued among a mob of drunken ne- 
One of 
the combatants sought safety in 
flying to the Mayor’s office for pro- 
tection, when the mob came trooping 
after him and actually burst into the 
room, despite the efforts of policeman 
Crossan, and recommenced the fight. 
For about the space of one hour the 
melee continued, swaying from 


the street up to the Mayor's 
Court room; one moment the 
weaker party would rush up to 


the aforesaid room for safety, but 
would soon be dislodged by the 
stronger and tumbled down the 
stairway. Now the fight would rage 
in the street until another retreat 
would again be made up the stair- 
way leading to his Honor’s sanctum, 
with the result as above stated. 
This disgraceful riot took place in the 
centre of Fayetteville street, right 
under the very nose of the police, 
and yet only one policeman (Cros- 
san) made the least effort to quell it, 
and his unaided efforts could not 
avail anything. And this is not the 
worst feature of the case: The Court 
room of the Mayor was invaded and 
desecrated by a drunken, howling, 
riotous crowd of negroes, and made 
the scene of trausactions disgraceful, 
even in a bawdy house. After the 
row had subsided two of the princi- 
pal actors in the riot, two men by 
the name of Yancey and Perry, were 
arrested and fined $10 each. 

Perhaps it would be just in us to 
state that Mayor Whitaker was at 
home sick, and that Chief of Police 
King was off duty, attending the 
wedding of his brother. Where the 
day police were we do not Know, but 
certain itis that policeman Crossan 
was the only oificer that made any 
effort to maintain peace and order. 
He did all that could be reasonably 
expected from one man. The whole 
scene was a deep disgrace to the cit 
government and was a plain evi- 
dence of the utter inefficiency of our 
present police torce, 

MURDER IN LITTLE RIVER Town- 
suHip.—On the evening of the 24th 
| inst., at the house of Doub Massey. 
in Little River township, twenty-two 
miles from this city, Ephriam Cooley 
made a deadly assault upon Ransom 
Horton, and in afew moments the 
fiendish work of blood was accom- 
plished. 

We were unable to obtain any fur- 
ther particulars of the murder beyond 
that all the parties were colored, and 
liquor the cause. Cooley was arrested, 
and is now confined in the county 
jail.

He was severe on the 
white people of the South of both po- 
litical parties stigmatizing most of 
those who profess to be Republicans 
as ‘‘sheepin wolves’ clothing,” whose 
affected regard fur the negro was dic- 
tated solely by avarice. He is not 
devoid of talent as a speaker, and 
shows tact in appealing to and 
arousing the prejudices of his African 
brethren. At the conclusion of his 
remarks, Sheriff Moore took issue 
with him in an earnest speech, of 
which we only heard a part. He was 
loudly applauded, and his Republican 
friends who concur with him say 
his answer to Crosby was complete 
and triumpnant. 

Hanson T. Hughes (the colored 
Representative from Granville,) hav- 
ing been assailed by Crosby, took oc- 
casion to reply to the charges against 
him, in a a and spirited style. 
Hughes is unflinchingly hostile to 
civil rights as expounded by Crosby. 

Other speakers addressed the meet- 
ing, meanwhile chaos and confusion 
reigned supreme, which was momen- 
tariiy subdued by the familiar notes 
ot Cuffee Mayo resounding above the 
din, and invoking everybody to be 
quiet. Among other things, he said 
he hoped ‘the Republicans of Gran- 
ville would not exstultify the occasion 
in this manner.”’ 

Very soon, however, his admoni- 
tion was unheeded, the Republicans 
continued to “‘exstultify”’ worse than 
before, Cuffee’s rotund features wore 
an expression of inconsolable despair 
which his huge spectacles were more 
calculated to deepen than to dispel. 
The confusion did not cease but for 
a moment ‘“‘at his bidding ;’’ in a sad 
and melancholy, we had almost said 
sepulchral tone, Cuffee lamented 
that many gentlemen had desired 
speak who had been denied the o 
portunity ee the bad behavior 
of the people.

And when we say 
business is better, it is very much as 
the doctor tells us the patient is bet- 
ter when there are no symptoms of 
his being worse. 

This state of things will not do. 
Life is two short for such syncopes in 
business. This is too fast an age for 
such long stoppages on the road of 

ife, of ene and vigor, susta 
such shocks. without serious detri- 
ment to its ple. 

When members of Congress 
come together again after their happy 
holiday let them proceed at once to 
reply to the popular demand for re- 
lief by the passage of a bill that will 
give the country currency com- 
mensurate with the requirements of 
the business of the country.
